Yet we venture 
to predict that Dr. Goodspeed's translation will 
not supplant the older versions of the New" 
Testament. 


Even the best of translations, rendered into 


modern American-English, lack the flavor of 
holiness which long tradition lias imparted to 
the majestic language used by the. commission 
of King James. That translation, one of the 
monumental works of literature in the English 
tongue, established a style of its own which is 
inevitably associated with The Word in the 
minds of every reader of the Scriptures. It is 
not outworn, nor obsolete. It has furnished the 
vocabulary and dignity of religious utterance 
for hundreds of years, and is hardly less sacred 
in its own right than the mighty thoughts of 
the founders nf the Church which it clothes. 


One knows that a scholar of Dr. Goodspeed's 


standing, approaching his task is a due spirit 
cf reverence inseparable from such a work, 
could not have rendered the Sermon on the 
Mount, for instance, into what is connoted by 
the term "snappy." His translation will be a 
dignified, worthy rendition. But it must be a 
labor of love rather than of necessity. Modern 
readers, no less than the men and women of 
the generation which first saw an English 
translation of the Bible, know and understand 
the older versions. 


Very little can be added to the clarity of'the 


New Testament's ideas and precepts by a trans- 
lation into contemporary idiom, for the older 
versions are models of precision. But one can 
see how much might bo lost. There, is beauty and 
charm in the older translations, a high poetry of 
imagery and justly-chosen phraseology, which j TR\ \KARS 
v:ould be difficult to express in any other way. 
The thought in a new translation will remain 
the same, but the rolling majesty of words that 
set forth the fundamentals of Chirstian belief 
in organ-tones cannot be reproduced, one may 
well believe, by modern "Americanese." 


A great part, of the charm and power of the 


Bible lies in the unerring accuracy with which j 
the old translators fit the sound and weight of j 
the word to the spirit and idea of the original 
Greek. If Dr. Goodspeed has been able to ac- 
complish a result half as effective and beauti- 
ful in the medium of modern American idiom, 
I'.e will astonish every critic and connoisseur, 
and win an imperishable place in literature. But 
it is hard to believe it could be done.
